strength and imperil her efforts by 
utilizing here and there smaller and 
less effective organizations. 


The French know that the Germans 


will know the minute American troops 
reach the front, and that the meeting 
will be anything but a frolic for our 
boys. A single division, or even an 
army corps, might Conceivably be cut 
to pieces if the Germans should deter-

, School nurses, therefore, are trying 
o preserve the molars. In soi-ools 
therr tUe nurse Is in constant attavA- 


ance the mouth of every child is given 
frequent examination. 


The youngsters pass in review be- 


fore the nurse with their mouths wide 
open. If she finds a cavity she makes 
out a memorandum and later takes the 
child to a dentist. 


Toothbrush drills are part of the 


curriculum of many of tie big city 
EChoola. Prizes are offered for those 
wtio can vouch for their ownership of 
toothbrushes and who can prove by 
tlb* condition of their mouth, tl-p*
